Cal State Long Beach Republican 
and Democrat clubs debated in front 
of a half-full lecture hall Wednesday 
night, sparring on topics that ranged 
from Proposition 30 to the role of the 
U.S. military. 

The night, hosted by the Politi- 
cal Science Students Association, 
started with Prop. 30, which the 
Democrats were in favor of and the 
Republicans were split on. 

Shawn Graves, vice president of 
the Long Beach State College Re- 
publicans, parted with his Repub- 
lican contemporaries and said that 
Prop. 30 is necessary to fund police 
pensions and firefighters. 

“We need that money for more 
than just ourselves,” he said. 

Democrats and Republicans also 
agreed on Prop. 32, saying that de- 
ducting pay from employees without - 
their consent is wrong. 

However, the concurrence ended 
there. ; 

Spending on social programs was 
hotly debated, with points and coun- 
terpoints regularly met by applause. 
from the attentive audience. 

Democrats argued that all Ameri- 
cans are entitled to a bare minimum 
of social services, and that with the 
economy in such poor condition, 
cutting welfare spending would be 
detrimental to the economy’s slow 
recovery.

The Institute of College Access and 
Success, a non-profit organization sup- 
porting affordable education, studied 
data voluntarily reported by public and 
private colleges regarding students who 


graduated with a bachelor’s degree in. 


2011. 

In the study, California ranked third 
lowest in student debt at an average 
of $18,879 per student with only 51 
percent of students in debt. Califor- 
nia closely followed Utah and Hawaii, 
which averaged $17,227 per student 
with 45 percent of students in debt and 
$17,447 per student with 38 percent of

In August, President F. King Alex- 
ander said nationally, public university 
students graduated with an average of 
$21,740 in debt, while CSULB students 
graduated with $14,822 in debt. 

Various factors contribute to the 
debt levels, including endowment re- 
sources, institutional financial aid and 
cost of living in the area, according to 
the report Student Debt and the Class 
of 2011. j 

David Dowell, CSULB’s vice pro- 
vost and director of strategic planning, 
said CSULB has a lower amount of stu- 
dent debt;-and despite tuition increases 
California college attendance costs are

The Howard Jarvis Taxpayers 
Association has filed a lawsuit 
against Cal State Monterey Bay for 
a professor’s allegedly sending an 
email to students, advocating for

If Prop 
30. passes it will raise the sales tax 
in California as well as the income 
tax on people making more than 
$250,000 a year. 

The accused, Ernest Stromberg, 
a professor of humanities and 
communication at CSUMB, is cited 
for breaking Government Code 
section 8314, which makes it illegal 
for a state employee to use “public 
resources for a campaign activity.” 

We do not believe politics should 
be mixed with a college classroom, 
unless it is a political science class 
of course, Faculty and professors 
should be encouraging students to 
get out and vote, but they should 
not be pushing their own political 
views at the same time. Even as 
detrimental as the $250 million 
trigger cut to the CSU system 
would be, CSU faculty needs to 
stay out of this. 

It cannot be said that there was 
not fair warning. 

The CSU was quick to alert pro- 
fessors and faculty to not advocate 
for Prop. 30 to students once the 
problem started getting out of hand. 

The email sent by Stromberg 
was clearly pro Prop. 30, with state- 
ments blatantly urging students to 
“work together to pass Prop. 30.” 


The email also entices students by 
mentioning a reimbursement of $498 for the most recent raise in 
tuition, which Prop. 30’s passage would guarantee. 

Even though Stromberg’s email doés break the law, it can be said 
that by suing CSUMB, the Howard Jarvis Taxpayer Association 
looks more like a bully than anything. Why don’t you just put some 
gum in the Stromberg’s hair or a tack on his seat? 

With less than two weeks left until we find out Prop. 30’s fate,

Alex Rodriguez's playoff performance will not lead to a relocation 


Alex Rodriguez, the often-criticized third 
baseman for the New York Yankees, just finished 
up another dazzling postseason campaign in 
which he hit .318, clubbed 3 home.runs and ac- 
cumulated 5 clutch RBIs. 

Not really. That was back-up outfielder Raul 
Ibanez. : 

Rodriguez’s actual numbers look more like 
the interleague hitting stats of American League 
pitchers. In 25 at-bats, the veteran who will make 


- $28 million in 2013 managed just three singles. He 


struck out an appalling 48 percent of the time and 
scored only once during the seven games he played. 

Naturally, rumors about A-Rod’s future in New 
York immediately started swirling around the 
baseball community. Columnists began writing 
about where Rodriguez would fit best and what 
contributions he could make to a new team. 

Even Yankees general manager Brian Cash- 


man left the door open for a trade, as he told Ian 
O’Connor of ESPNNewYork 98.7 FM, “It’s not 
like I’m going to hang phones up on anybody who 
wants to make any overtures about anything.” 
However, in the same interview, Cashman cleared 


__ up his stance on the possibility of trading A-Rod. 


“You're talking about realistic stuff and un- 
realistic stuff,” he said. “I don’t 
think it’s realistic at all for us to 
be moving forward with anything 
but Alex Rodriguez at third base.” 

Yankees manager Joe Girardi 
echoed the same sentiment yesterday, as he stated 
that he expects Rodriguez to be New York’s every- 
day third baseman as long as he is “healthy and 
ready to go.” 

The Yankees front office and management are 
taking the right approach with A-Rod, as he is still 
an above-average third baseman and a baseball icon. 
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His tendency to choke in the postseason doesn’t help 
his cause, but he still hit a respectable .270 with 18 
home runs in 2012 despite dealing with a fractured 
left hand toward the end of the season. 

There is also a considerable drop-off in talent 
after Rodriguez on the New York depth chart. 
Sitting at second is 14-year veteran Eric Chavez, 
who is better known for his field- 
ing than hitting and went 0-for-16 
in the postseason. Behind him is 
Jayson Nix, a journeyman with a 
career .214 batting average. 

The Yankees don’t have an immediate re- 
placement in the minor leagues either, as Dante 
Bichette Jr.; who hit..248 with just 3 home runs 
in 122 games at Single-A Charleston, is their top- 
rated prospect at third base. 

Three years is a long time to wait between 
World Series titles if you’re a Yankees fan, but

any thought of moving on without A-Rod from an 
organizational standpoint is just ridiculous. Those 
working at ESPNNewYork.com have overblown 
the media coverage of A-Rod’s slump and future 
as a Yankee, especially when there are so many 
other places to spread the blame for New York’s 
playoff elimination. 

Take, for example, second baseman Robinson 
Cano, who went a pathetic 3-for-40 in October. 
What about starting pitcher C.C. Sabathia, who

Big West title 
contenders Hawaii and 
CSUN will visit The 
Beach this weekend.

After an emotional win on the road 
on Saturday, ‘the Long Beach State 
women’s volleyball team will look for 
some of that momentum to carry over 
for a pair of marquee contests, 

The top three teams in the Big 
West Conference will take the Walter 
Pyramid floor this weekend when The 
Beach (11-9, 6-3 Big West) hosts No. 9 
Hawaii (17-2, 10-0 Big West) on Friday 
and Cal State Northridge (15-7, 6-4 Big 
West) on Saturday. 

LBSU suffered two of its three con- 
ference losses earlier this season when 
it faced the two rivals on the road. 

On Friday, The Beach will look to 
contain one of the Big West’s leading 
scorers in Los Alamitos native Emily 
Hartong. The junior outside hitter aver- 
ages a conference-best 4.32 kills per set 
and ranks fourth in the Big West with 
311 kills. 

The Rainbow Wahine are bolstered 
at the net by: Jade Voster. The freshman 
middle blocker leads the Big West with 
a .361 hitting percentage and has also 
compiled 140 kills and 75 total blocks 
on the season. 2 

_ When the teams met in Honolulu 


earlier in the season, the Rainbow Wa- 
hine took the match in straight sets. 

The Beach will counter with sopho- 
more middle blocker Chisom Okpala, 
who has steadily improved throughout 
the season in the absence of Haleigh 
Hampton and Alma Serna. : 

Okpala has compiled 172 kills:and 81 
total blocks on the season and is hitting 
at a .332 clip, second-best mark in the 
conference. Her 13 solo blocks lead the 
Big West. 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said Okpala’s productivity is always in- 
creasing as she joins the upper-tier of 
Big West middle blockers. 

“Chisom is getting better and bet- 
ter,” he said. “Offensively she’s better. 
Her outside blocking has to still im- 
prove, but she’s a good player. She’s 
very bright and wants to be good.” 

The CSUN attack is guided by ju- 
nior setter Sydney Gedryn, whose 823 
assists are good for third in the confer- 
ence, Sophomore middle blocker Casey 
Hinger leads the Big West with an aver- 
age of 1.28 blocks per set to go along 
with 179 kills. 

Back in September, The Beach 
dropped three straight sets and fell to 
CSUN after opening the match with a 
win in the first set. 

LBSU setter Tara Roenicke is ex- 
pected to play once again despite bat- 
tling a sprained ankle. Junior outside 
hitter Delainey Aigner-Swesey, howev- 
er, will likely remain out of the lineup 
with a hand injury. ; 

Both matches are scheduled for 7 


p.m. at the Walter Pyramid. Friday’s - 


contest against Hawaii will be televised 
on FOX Sports Prime Ticket.
